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Margaret Feldman

Margaret Feldman epitomizes com¬ 
mitment and dedication and inspires 
these qualities in others as well. With 
an insatiable desire to “make a difference 
in the lives of others” while ever evolving 
personally, her life is an intriguing blend 
of the past and present and hope for 
the future. Born in Pennsylvania as the 
older of two girls to playground worker 
parents, the family moved several times 
and finally landed in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. During her high school years, her 
father and mother had jobs as superin¬ 
tendent and assistant superintendent of a 
boys home in Woodland Hills, Califor¬ 
nia. They inspired her to learn about the 
field of social work and this became clear 
that this was what she would do. 

Margaret graduated during the depres¬ 
sion in 1937 from Chapman College in 
Orange, California with a BA in Sociol¬ 
ogy and went on to earn an MS in Social 
Work from Western Reserve University 
in Cleveland in 1939. At Chapman, 
she was student body president during 
her senior year, the first woman to hold 
that office. She married Harold Feld¬ 
man, another social worker, in 1943 in 
Washington, DC. They moved to Itha¬ 
ca, New York when Harold joined the 
Department of Family Studies at Cor¬ 
nell. After their three children Dorothy, 
Dick and Larry were well launched, 
Margaret enrolled in Cornell to get her 
PhD in educational psychology. In 
1960, she joined the faculty of Ithaca 
College. Margaret also ran for mayor of 
Ithaca in 1979 where she had a respect¬ 
able showing, campaigning as a liberal 
and opposing a large environmentally 
damaging road project. 

Margaret and Harold traveled exten¬ 
sively throughout the world and had 
year-long stays in Ghana and Ceylon. 
They participated in both international 
and local conferences on family stud¬ 
ies. While working closely with her 
husband, Margaret also championed 
women issues, sex education, adolescent 
pregnancy, family violence, aging, and 
“sexism”. She is given credit for coining 
the word “sexism” in 1970. 

In 1981, Margaret and Harold retired 
with the notion of putting their exper¬ 
tise to work in the policy arena and in 
1986 decided to move to River Park in 
Washington, DC. She was delighted “to 
find how permeable” the city was, as one 


didn’t have to be a native to be accepted. 
They both volunteered with the Nation¬ 
al Council on Family Relations Policy 
Committee, but when Harold passed 
in 1988, Margaret became the official 
Washington Representative for NCFR. 

A neighbor mentioned to Margaret 
that River Park was celebrating its 25th 
Anniversary in 1988 and encouraged her 
to serve as the chairperson. Accepting 
the challenge, a committee was assembled 
and a two-day program was prepared on 
the history of Southwest from early 
beginning to the 1960s urban renewal, 
featuring River Park. The event was well 
attended. Knowledge gained from this 
event was useful for Margaret later in 
serving on River Park SW Affairs Com¬ 
mittee and on the Board of River Park 


Friends. In September 2004, Margaret 
chaired River Parks 40th Anniversary 
and Mortgage Burning Ceremony which 
was well attended and received excellent 
coverage in The Washington Post, The 
Southwester and other media outlets. 

When asked to run for president of 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
(SWNA), she accepted and was elected 
without opposition, serving for three 
consecutive years and then another year 
later on. Her other major contribu¬ 
tions to SWNA included organizing the 
first SW parade since 1937, involving 
a diverse group of community people. 
Her knowledge of neighborhood history 
later led Margaret to develop and chair

MPDC Activates New 
Traffic Cameras 

As part of its ongoing campaign to 
curtail speeding and red-light running, 
and to enhance public safety in District 
of Columbia neighborhoods, the Metro¬ 
politan Police Department is activating 
five new stationary photo radar speed 
reduction cameras and ten new red-light 
intersection safety cameras at high-risk 
locations within the District beginning 
Friday, July 1, 2005. 

During the first 30 days of activation, 
only warning notices will be issued to 


drivers who are caught speeding aggres¬ 
sively or running red lights at these loca¬ 
tions. The warning notices are part of 
an effort to educate motorists about the 
dangers of speeding and red light running. 
Beginning August 1, 2005, aggressive 
speeders and red-light runners caught by 
photo enforcement cameras will receive 
Notices of Infraction in the mail. The 
fines for traffic violations captured by 
automated photo enforcement are exactly 
the same as the fines for violations issued 
by a police officer. 

While photo-enforced violations do 
not carry points in the District, the fines 
for speeding range up to $200 per viola¬ 
tion and the penalty for running a red 
light is a $75 fine.

Affirmative Action’s Arthur 
Fletcher Dies 

WASHINGTON — Arthur Fletcher, 
an adviser to Republican presidents and 
an early booster of affirmative action, died 
this past July in hishome at 5th and G 
St., SW. He was 80. he had served as an 
adviser to Presidents Nixon, Ford, Reagan 
and George H. W. Bush. 

Fletcher, dubbed “the father of affir¬ 
mative action,” was also a delegate to the 
United Nations, executive director of the 
United Negro College Fund, owner of 
consulting and food-services businesses 
and the first black candidate for statewide 
office in Washington. 

He was born in Phoenix, Ariz., his 
father a career military man. He grew up 
in California, Arizona, Oklahoma and 
Kansas. . 

Fletcher is survived by his wife, Ber- 
nyce Hassan-Fletcher, three children and 
numerous grandchildren and great-grand¬

At the June public meeting of the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly Allen 
Miller, Project Manager, Anacostia Water¬ 
front Initiative, said he expects comple¬ 
tion in 2006 of the East Bank Trail from 
Bladensburg Waterfront Park, passing the 
Kenilworth Gardens and Kingman Island 
and ending in Anacostia Park. Planning 


for the West Bank Trail past the Navy 
Yard is awaiting funding. Eventually it 
will connect with the SW Waterfront 
promenade. 

Stephen Syphax, Chief, Resources Man¬ 
agement Division, National Parks East, 
discussed the care that has been taken to 
protect archeological and historic areas 
along the river and described the variety of 
surfaces that the trail will use. There will 
be boardwalks, brick, gravel, asphalt and 
concrete surfaces for the walker and biker 
through marsh, woodland and riverbank 
areas. 

Miller praised the contribution of the 
Earth Conservation Corps, which has 
organized efforts of many young people 
clearing debris and building gravel trails 
for public access to the river.

Investing in Southwest youths future 
has been a calling that Barbara Mur¬ 
ray Chairperson, Southwest Scholarship 
Committee takes seriously Barbara joined 
the committee in 1991 and became the 
chairperson in 1992.

Stepped-Up Enforcement of 
“Proof of Insurance” Law 
Begins in DC 

All drivers are 
required to display 
license, registration 
and proof of insurance 
- Under District of 
Columbia law, motor¬ 
ists who are stopped by 
the police are required 
to display not only 
their driver’s license 
and vehicle registra¬ 
tion, but also proof of insurance. Begin¬ 
ning this Saturday, July 16, Metropolitan 
Police officers will be enforcing the “proof 
of insurance” law - and the $300 civil fine 
that is attached to this infraction. 

Starting July 16, 2005, officers will 
be issuing citations, which carry a fine of 
$300, for failing to provide proof of insur¬ 
ance. The MPD reminds motorists that 
the law applies to everyone who drives in 
District, regardless of where their vehicle is 
registered or driver’s license issued. 

Mayor Waives Pool Entry Fees 
for District Youth 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams has 
announced that effective Wednesday, July 
20, 2005, the Department of Parks and 
Recreation will waive entrance fees for Dis¬ 
trict youth residents — those age 17 and 
under — to all District pools during gener¬ 
al swim hours. This fee waiver will remain 
in effect until the conclusion of the summer 
season, Tuesday, September 6, 2005. 

“I’m pleased that the city’s healthy econ¬ 
omy makes it possible for us to waive the 
$1 fee that we’ve charged children in the 
past to use pools. By eliminating the fee, we 
hope that even more people will come out 


to use the city’s beautiful pools, especially 
with the temperature so high. It’s a great 
way to keep cool. ” 

Williams noted that the recreation 
department has made a significant invest¬ 
ment in upgrading both indoor and out¬ 
door pools during the last several years. 
“It’s important that our pools be accessible 
to individuals of all income levels,” said 
Mayor Williams. “Summertime is a time 
for fun and learning in the water. We hope 
all our youth can get out to our wonderful 
pools this summer to escape the heat, have 
some fun and improve their swimming 
skills. ” 

The city’s Department of Parks and Rec¬ 
reation operates 32 pools within the Dis¬ 
trict - nineteen outdoor pools, six indoor 
pools, and seven walk-to-learn pools. 

Recycling Questions 

I have received questions from many 
constituents concerning the newly issued 
recycling and trash receptacles. The most 
popular questions have been; When will I 
receive the new receptacles?; What to do 
with the old bins since the city will not 
collect them?; and These receptacles are too 
big, I live in a town home and have front 
collection? 

I have contacted DPW to seek some 
answers. I was told that DPW will finish 
issuing all the receptacles by the end of 
July. In August, DPW plans come up with 
a solution in response to those homeowners 
who do not wish to use the new receptacles. 
I expect that by then I will receive more 
information that I can share with you that 
will be helpful.
